Testifies Oil Man Declared 
in February He Knew Noth- 
ing of Sinclair Bonds 


WASHINGTON (4)—The Govern- 
ment is reaching into the Senate for 
testimony in its efforts to preve that 
Robert W. Stewart, chairman of the 
board of the Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana, perjured himself during 
the long-drawn-out investigation of 
the oll scandals. _ 

It placed on the stand as its first 
major witness Thomas J. Walsh (D.), 


Senator from Montana, who pounded 
for months at those who appeared 
before the Senate investigating com- 
mittee, and the Senator swore that 
the oil man last February had testi- 
fied before the committee that he 
knew nothing about bonds of the 
Continental Trading Company, which 
figured largely in the case. 

Mr. Walsh said he had asked Mr. 
Stewart whether he knew anything 
about the bonds, and that Stewart 
replied he had nothing to do with 
the distribution of any bonds. 

“The question was asked again,” 
Mr. Walsh added, “and he replied 
that he knew nothing about the 
bonds.” 

Testimony has shown that a large 
batch of these bonds found their way 
to Albert B. Fall, who leased Teapot 
Dome to Harry F. Sinclair. 

Leo A. Rover, district attorney, 
inquired whether Stewart had been 
asked -about his knowledge of any 
recipients of the bonds. Saying that 
Gerald P. Nve (R.), Senator from 
‘South Dakota, had asked such a 
question, Walsh added that Stewart 
had said he had nothing to do with 
any distribution of the bonds and 
had not “made a dollar out of them.” 
Upon repetition of original question, 
Walsh said that Stewart had dented 
any knowlédge of how the bonds 
were distributed.

Symbol of all 
beauty that does not pass, there

These are days of revelation. 
While the charm of brighter color 
vasishes, the fields and Slopes array 
themselves in manifold hues of quiet 
browns and grays in harmony with 
the soil.

Not until yesterday did these new 
vistas of November burst upon me.

Marveling that the wonder of this 


and began to descend slowly along 
the familiar winding road.

The gentle country landscape in 
its peaceful setting of green meadows 
and shaded farmhouses was not 
complete without an orderly row of 
white beehives along the fence. The 
fleeting glimpse of neat bee houses 
visible between the trunks of the 
orchard trees added a note of do- 
mesticity to the quiet rural picture. 
The remote apiaries, scattered 
through the West, often high in the 
hills. between protecting bluffs, 
present an entirely different aspect. 
Here the sun-bleached boxes are 
scattered about and weighted down 
with stones as a protection against 
gales and encircled by a wire fence 
to keep out range cattle; and one is 
left to wonder where the bees get 
the nectar to make honey in such a 
dry, russet-tinted region. 

On ranges of the Sierras the wild 
buckwheat covers the lower hills

and grows far up the mountain side 
even to the highest granite cliffs, 
where it spreads a carpet of bronze 
and brown. Here the bees gather the 


golden harvest, and the honey from 
wild buckwheat is dark and thick, 
and in its delightful aroma there is 
the fragrance of fall asters and hot, 
dry slopes. Wild mountain honey 
holds, in ita dark golden comb, the 
mingled perfume of many flowers, 
the amber glory of the summer sun, 
the ruddiness of the harvest moon, 
and the tang of fall nights high up 
under the stars. 

It is not surprising to find Piute 
Indians engaged in the bee industry 
in mountainous ‘counties near the 
Pacific coast and over the sweet- 
smelling lavender blossoms of the 
alfalfa, over the wild meadows of 
vivid flowers, over the willow 
shrubs and bitter brush one finds 


their swarms busy gathering nectar. 

Honey is distinctive in color and 
fragrance, and at times has the 
mingled perfumes ‘of many flowers 
and a penetrating odor as delightful 
as Oriental incense. The honey from 
the sweet white clover is greénish 
white in color, and is easily dis- 
tinguished from other honey by its 
flavor. The bees which drone over 
the distant heather store up a honey 
which ig a rich golden yellow hue. 

From the semiarid section of the 
Southwestern Desert, with its hardy, 
picturesque shrubbery, comes a rare 
thin honey of fine flavor. During the 
Jong warm days the bees hum over 


‘the nectar-filled blossoms and from 


the royal purple flowers of the 
smoke tree; from the pink, fuzzy 
tassels of the arrow weed and from 
the yellow catkins of the mesquite 
tree is made a honey of ambrosial 


sweetness, delicious and refreshing. 

Among the pleasant reminiscent 
memories .of childhood days, spent 
on the eastern slope of the Rockies, 
comes the outstanding picture of the 
gatherer of wild honey, @ smiling 
old patriarch who climbed upward 
over sunny, sage-covered hills. From 
time to time he liberated a mountain 
bee from a box in his hand, and 
these insects serve as guides to the 
great cluster of honey in the comb, 
which hung suspended from a rock 
wall in a cool cranny or from the 
inside bark of a hollow tree. One 
remembers the big blue dish heaped 
high with wild honey, the gift of the 
old friend who found it in the high 
places. How brightly the sun peeped 
through the kitchen window to bring 
forth tints of deep amber and gold; 
gray sage, damp with the sparkling 
and the illusive fragrance of silvery 
dew of late summér!

Back to Eden 


It had been a risk to raise certain 
people’s expectations and then bring 
them into Tochty garden, for they 
can be satisfied with no place that 
has not a clean-shaven lawn and 
beds of unvarying circles,—pyre- 
thrum, calceolaria and geranium,— 
and brakes of rare roses, and glass- 
houses with orchids worth fifty. 
pounds each. ... As Kate entered, 
a moss rose which wandered at its 
will caught her skirt, and the Gen- 
eral cut a blossom which she fas- 
tened in her breast, and surely there 
is no flower so winsome and fragrant 
as this homely rose.... 

“Isn't it a tangle?” Which it was, 
and no one could look upon it with- 


out keen delight. ... A dwarf 
fruit tree stood at every corner, and 
between the trees a three-foot 
berder of flowers kept the peas and 
potatoes in their places. But the 
borders were one sustained, elab- 


orate, glorified disorder.-There were 
roses of all kinds that have ever 
gladdened poor gardens and simple 
hearts—yellow tea roses, moss roses 
with their firm shapely buds’, monthly 
roses that bore nearly all the year 
in a warm spot, the white briar that 
is dear to north country people, be- 
sides standards in their glory, with 
full round purple blossom.

The con- 
fusion of colours was preposterous, 
and showed an utter want of msthet- 
ic sense. In fact, one may confess 
that the Lodge garden was only one 
degree removed from the vulgarity 
and prodigality of nature. There was 
no taste, no reserve, no harmony 
about the garden. Nature simply ran 
riot and played according to her will 
like a child of the former days, burst- 
ing into apple blossom and laburnum 
gold and the bloom of peas and the 
white strawberry flower in early 
summer, and then, later in the year, 
weaving garlands of blazing red, yel- 
low, white, purple, round beds of 
stolid roots and brakes of currant 
bushes. There was a copper beech, 
where the birds sang, and from which 
they raided the fruit with the skill 
‘of highland caterans. The Lodge bees 
lived all day in this garden, save 
when they went to reinforce their 
sweetness from the heather bloom.

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Aldeburgh’s Families 


The Aldeburgh of my earliest recol- 
lections was very different from the 
Aldeburgh of today. It is true that 
its two ancient buildings, the church 
and the Moot Hall, still remain un- 
changed in essentials, but its ancient 
corporation has been reformed. The 
two Bailiffs have been converted into 
one Mayor; and the Council is 
elected by the vote of its ratepayers; 
the dignified robes of officé are re- 
tained, and so are the old silver 
maces dating from the reign of 


Queen Elizabeth, decorated with a 
large “E” with a crown. 

Crabbe’s house has entirely van- 
ished, but in lieu of it a bust of our 
one poet has been put up in the 
church. He is ‘still our one poet; 
but a poet of today, Mr. John Free- 
man, has found our river, which runs 
parallel with the sea for about twelve 
miles before it is finally merged into 
it, a fitting subject for a parable in 
verse. A Turner engraving of Alde- 
burgh still exists and is full of in- 
terest to those who wish to see how 
the old town looked to one who had 
the poet’s vision. . ... 

Aldeburgh was a place very much 
without an aristocratic element in 
its population. It is true that there 
were three families, the Thellussons, 
the Rowleys, and the Wentworths, 
who belonged to the aristocracy; but 
they lived quite aloof from the peo- 
ple of the town and did not make the 
slightest impression on our lives... . 

The main interest to us in our 
Aldeburgh neighbors did not center 
in the small group of those I have 
called the aristocrats, but in the 
Barhams, Mary Reeder, Mr. Metcalf, 
Mr. Dowler, the Vicar, Bob Wilson, 
and the old sailor at the Look-out 
Station at the top of the steps... . 

The Barhams were in my parents’ 
service long before I was born. He 
was groom and gardener. ... What- 
ever in the nature of outdoor things 
we wanted, our first idea was to go 
and ask Barham; he would look 
down on us with his rosy, apple- 
cheeked face and smiling eyes, and 
say, as he put down his spade, “You 
are more trouble to me than all my 
money,” and then proceed to do what 
we wanted. Years later, when most 
of us were grown up, my father had 
the idea, an artist being handy, of 
having portraits painted of all the 
men who had been more than twenty 
years in his service. Barham, who 
was the senior, and the most well- 
beloved, objected very much, and 
when the artist proposed to depict 
him with a pot of azaleas in his hand, 
downright refused to permit it. “If 
it had been a rake or a hoe,” he said, 
he wouldn't have minded so much, 
so a rake it had to be. Barham was 
a devotedly religious man, and be- 
longed to a small dissenting com- 
munity which had no chapel in Alde- 
burgh; they had, however, a meeting- 
place in Aldringham Common, about 
three miles away. Some expressed 
surprise at this, and especially that 
Barham chose the distant place of 
worship, involving a six-mile walk 


work on week-days. . But he was out- 
and-out an outdoor man, and I be- 


on Sundays after his hard physical.

Christian Science teaches that 
sin and disease are primarily men- 
tal, the manifestation of erroneous 
beliefs, and that since these have 
neither life nor intelligence, they 
cannot attach themselves to one who 
rejects them instead of accepting 
them. Sin ahd disease are delusions, 
which need not be feared or accepted 
as real any more than any other 
falsity. Did not Jesus establish the 
fact that each individual is respon- 
sible for his thoughts, and conse- 
quently their expression, when he 
said, “According to your faith be it 
unto you”? 

This is illustrated in the Bible 
narrative of the Israelites and the 
Egyptians. It shows that the chil- 
dren of Israel were free from disease 
and pestilence because they tried to 
understand and to obey God's com- 
mands. The diseases and disasters 
which befell the Egyptians were not 
from God, but resulted from their 
faith in and obedience to erroneous 
beliefs, such as hatred, self-will, and 
revenge, which filled their thoughts 
to the exclusion of spiritual ideas, 
which emanate from God, divine 
Mind, and are ever available. The 
punishment of the Egyptians was 
similar to that which befalls indolent 
pupils in mathematics. They are 
punished by their own submission to 
indolence, which hinders them from 
making application of the rules that 
would enable them to work out their 
problems to completion.

HOSE who saw Eleonora Duse 
will never forget her beautiful 
hands, beautiful in form and in 

expression. Duse showed the tender- 
mess of her love in the way her 


caressing hands touched the one be- 
loved; and what meaning she could 
put into them as they lay quietly in 
her lap, or hung empty at her sides! 
How well she understood the power 
of repose. 

She eould remain absolutely still, 
with more complete possession and 
less self-consciousness, than any 
other actor I have ever seen. Every 
time she did move, it was a necessary 
and . significant action. Generally 
speaking, I should say, she used much 
less gesture than the Latins usually 
do, but each time there was an un- 
mistakable meaning and beauty. 
Duse put the essence of beauty into 
all the things of the theater, into 
action, into silence, into voice, 
through the power of thought. 

Poise on the stage, as in all walks 
of life, is of real importance. Both 
Coquelin of the French stage and 
John Mason of the American theater, 
talked to me often on this particular 
acting value, and each said practi- 
cally ‘the same thing: that an actor 
must learn to be able to stand or sit 
absolutely still, but interested, never 
out of the scene whether he has 
much, little, or nothing to say; and 
to control and use-his body as the 
musician does his instrument. One 
loses all sense of power, and the 
importance of a speech, when shift- 
ing from one position to another. 

. - ya 

You will rarely find a continental 
actor using the absolute profile of 
his face (no matter how beautiful), 
or of the body: The back to the 
audience, yes, tremendously signifi- 
cant, as expressive often as the face; 
but the profile at best is merely a 
negatively beautiful picture, and the 
most inexpressive position an actor 
can assume. 

Georgie Drew Barrymore once 
taught me a valuable lesson. When 
I was just a beginner, she came be- 
hind me, as ] was waiting to go on 
to a scene, and took out of my hand 
a handkerchief I always. carried. I 
. felt so awkward and lost and almost 
cried, but she laughed at me and 
said, “All right, be a gawk now, but 
get over the idea that any ‘prop’ in 
vour hand can help you to act. 
From long experience I have learned 
how right she was. 

Yet in portraying characters be- 
longing to another period than our 
own, it is essential to know how to 
handle the small accessories of cos- 
tume: the laces and the furbelows, 
the fan, the tiny formal bouquets, the 
smelling salts, the tall walking 
sticks. One must learn how to 
curtsy, how to sit down, how to 
arisé, how to walk, as the people of 
different times and places did. 

An actress of today would have to 
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practice quite a bit, before she could 
move as a “little-foot” Chinese lady, 
or wear the Greek sandal with ease 
and grace. The Roman toga, the 
weight of whose woolen folds in 
themselves gave to bearing and 
movement a dignity, utterly unlike 
our rapidity and abrupt gestures, 
cannot be put on for the first time 
at a dress rehearsal, and carried 
unconsciously and successfully, 

There's a vast difference between 
giving one’s hand to be kissed, when 
impersonating royalty or a great 
lady, and the brisk-and hearty hand- 
shake of our day. Then, when called 
upon to portray an Oriental, whether 
of our own day or of medieval times, 
it is well to remember that, unlike 
the Latins, they use very few ges- 
tures, and each seems to have a pe- 
culiar significartce; while the posi- 
tion of the whole hand, and even of 
the fingers, usually has some special 
meaning. Of course one must learn 
how to walk on the ball of the 
foot, gently pushing flowing skirts 
out from the toes, and also to leave 
a scene, as it were, “backing out” 
when from the presence of royalty.

None of these “arts and graces” 
can be acquired during the few 
weeks of rehearsal. Frequently an 
actor who has not thought it worth 
while to work when he was not act- 
ing in a production finds his lack of 
knowledge and preparation apparent 
when called upon to do anything 
which is not his “type” and of his 
time. 

I remember Wilton Lackaye once 
telling us of an experience of his in 
a costume play. He was required to 
follow an actress across the stage 
and speak in her ear. He asked the 
young woman to so handle her train 
that it should be out of his way. She 
replied, “I couldn’t stop to think 
about clothes when I am acting.” 
(Forgetting that she should have 
practiced so well and so often that 
she would not have to think about 
it at the time of the performance.) 
Lackaye said on the following night 
he planted both his large feet on her 
train, whispered in her ear, and, as 
he did not move, she could not, 
until the end of the act; and after 
that she managed to “think about 
clothes” and get them out of his way! 

Actors can well spend both time 
and thought on “making-up” of the 
hands according to the station in life 
and the occupation of the character 
portrayed. How important this is, 
I recognized when I heard James 
Huneker say of a certain actor, much 
acclaimed in one particular part, 
that he (Huneker) found it not even 
a skin-deep working out of character, 


|for while the part in question was 


that of a clerk whose work was nec- 
essarily indoors, the actor had the 
red-hands of a working man!

Pauline Lord’s fluttering hands, as 
much as her half-finished sentences, 
accentuate the ineffectual groping of 
more than one character she is 
called upon to portray. Leo Ditrich- 
stein’s hands, with the peculiar use 
of his thumb, were as expressive of 


comedy as his face and his voice. 
Ditrichstein, while having spent 
many acting years of his life on the 
American stage, was innately a Con- 
tinental, and he quite naturally used 
his hands more than the American 
or English actor does. He would fre- 
quently gesticulate with the thumb

New Russian Film 
at a New Cinema

I  msntlgedy newest little 
cinema, the Little Carnegie 
Playhouse, is just a few doors 

from Carnegie Hall. This, Michael 

Mindlin’s latest venture, with its gay 

and generally successful decorative 

scheme, is as cheery a place of en- 
tertainment as is to be found the 
length of Broadway, with its’ mod- 
ernistically devised auditorium in 
green and gray and with its brightly 
colored salons and antechambers. 


The decorations have been executed 
by Wolfgang Hoffmann, Pola Hoff- 
man and Egmont Arens. In the main 
corridor hangs an exhibition of mod- 
ern paintings. 

For the opening bill Mr. Mindlin 
has chosen S. M. Eisenstein’s “Ten 
Days That Shook the World.” This 
bombastically titled Russian film is 
the third in the series of cinematic 
transcriptions dealing with the Rus- 
sian Revolution to have reached New 
York, and it has been given the same 
dynamic treatment that “Potemkin” 
and “The End of St. Petersburg” en- 
joyed. Mr. Eisenstein has continued 
the Stravinsky-like technique of his 
“Potemkin,” and has secured results 
that in great measure stand out fa- 
— in comparison with his other 

m. 

Again we have the ever-shifting 
play of close-cropped scene and per- 
sonality, 
interwoven snatches of revolutionary 
attack and counterattack, again the 
eye is regaled by the wealth of vivid 
detail pointed up with the dramatic 
and pictorial emphasis that Mr. 
Eisenstein knows so well how to 
achieve. If this picture falls below 
“Potemkin” or “The End of St. 
Petersburg” (which film  inciden- 
tally, while made by Podowkin, is 
Similar in style and mood), it is 
because the story does not move with 
the same eager sweep nor center 
about as particular a group of indi- 
viduals. 


The endless haranguing of politi- 
cai meetings and troops and peasants 
that helped precipitate the final 
overthrow of the Russian Provi- 
sional Government brings to “Ten 
Days That Shook the World” a simi- 
larity of episode that tends toward 
monotony. Then, too, Mr. Eisenstein 
has been too self-conscious in his use 
of symbolism; where in “Potemkin” 
a quick, contrasting shot of imperial 
heraldry or statuary gave the right 
ironic touch, the deluge of sculptural 
episodes in the present film loses all 
point... Here nearly every close-up of 
revolting peasant or trooper has its 
background of carven marble or 
swelling bronze. — 

Then, too, Mr. Eisenstein has not 
been quite fair historically, treating 
hits Kerensky as a tremulous, wary 
patriot, and making him the obvious 
butt of Soviet humor. But apart from 
such considerations, the film is re- 
plete with magnificent moments, with 
items of human interest that invest 
its sometimes news reel nature with 
superb animation and individuality. 

The Winter Palace, in St. Peters- 
burg, with all its overdone ornamen- 
tation, is the center of action, and 
Mr. Eisenstein is fortunate among 
directors in having such authentic 
settings to work with. The final 
storming of the palace, the looting 
of the imperial apartments, and the 
destruction of the wine cellars are 
scenes of unforgettable power and 
significance. The host of players 
that crosses the screen is another 


““~i proof that the Russian is a born 


camera actor. No one person, save 
the two men who impersonate 
Kerensky and Lenine, stands out, yet 
each contributes a masterly bit of 
acting. Mr. Eisenstein again justifies 
his claim to being one of the leading 
cinema artists of the day.

This comedy of Scottish life dur- 
ing the early part of Queen Victoria's 
reign, after two years’ London en- 
gagement, promises to become one 
of the numerous long-run successes 
that have been seen at the Copley. 
The air of quaintness and homely 
fun, the pictures of life long ago 
when marriages were “arranged,” 
and in general the atmosphere of 
good breeding will prove a strong 
appeal by sheer contrast with the 
comedies of bad manners, the crook 
and crime plays, that are being pre- 


sented nowadays in such over- 


generous quantities. 

“Marigold” is one of the simplest 
of plays, with its gentle story of the 
Scottish girl, Marigold, who runs 
away from a rural vicarage, her 
adopted home, that she may see 
Queen Victoria in a procession at 
Edinburgh. After Marigold flies the 
vicar’s wifeand the rich James Pay- 
ton, who had Marigold in training to 
be the lady of his manor. In the end 
Marigold makes a love match in- 
stead, for Archie Forsyth of Edin- 
burgh Castle garrison was an added 
reason for her escape to town. 

This is a merry, happy story, with 
scarcely a hint of sadness in its 
whole telling. How well it pleases 
depends upon the quality of the act- 
ing, for there is no plot interest to 
sustain the action. The enthusiasm 
of last night's audience was proof 
that the players met well their tasks 
of characterization. Even those who 
have noticed Gaby Fay’s abilities in 
a variety of parts were hardly pre- 
pared for the air of starry-eyed inno- 
cence that she conveys in this part.

possible. The secretary should pro- 
cure ballots and pencils previous to 
the meeting at which election is to 
be held. 

Usually the chair appoints the 
tellers, but if anyone objects it re- 
quires a majority vote to authorize 
him to make the appointment. The 
tellers should never be appointed 
from one party. They must command 
the confidence of all. When there are 
two parties in the election, the tellers 
should be equally divided as nearly 
as possible between them. Usually it 
is better to have four tellers in a 
set working together, though two 
can do the work equally well where 
there is no great rivalry for office. 


Tellers and Tally 

The first teller looks over the bal- 
lot, gives it to the second teller, 
who should read the name aloud, 
while the third teller should call the 
name aloud, write it down, count it 
and call out the tally. With two 
keeping the tally, when one calls 
out “Tally,” if the count does not 
agree, it is detected at once and the 
count must be gone over again, 

The tally is kept thus: A, one; A, 
two; A, three; A, four; A, tally. 
B, one; B, two; B, three; B, four; 
B, tally. The one, two, three, four 
are designated by four perpendicular 
lines and “tally” or the fifth vote by 
a line drawn diagonally across the 
four perpendicular lines. This meth- 
od saves time by counting by fives in- 
stead of repeating large numbers. 

Members shouRi be _ seated to- 
gether and the president should ask 
each member to rise and count. Or 
this count may be had from the cre- 
dential committee. The number of 
members should then be announced: 

When all is in readiness the chair 
asks the tellefs to distribute the 
ballots, after which the chair says: 
“This is the nominating ballot for 
president and every member. will 
write upon his ballot the name of 
the member whom he wishes to nom- 
inate for president.” When all seem 
to have voted, the chair says: “The

Among the Mountaineers of Tennessee

ROM the log cabins of the al- 
most inaccessible highlands of 
Tennessee and other southern 
states, Ethel Park Richardson, a 
southern educator with musical tal- 
ent, has culled amusing and tuneful 


airs, set them down on paper, and 
named her collection “American 
Mountain Songs.” Mrs. Richardson 
was sent by her publishers into the 
mountains to study for a year the 
words and melodies of the moun- 
taineers’ songs, and to transcribe 
them. They had never before seen 
print. The book is edited and ar- 
ranged by the noted music critic, Dr. 
Sigmund Spaeth. He says in part 
in the introduction: “Many of the 
mountain songs will bring a smile 
to the sophisticated reader. They 
deal with universal realities, which 
are fundamentally tie same, whether 
in the environment of the cities or 
the wild places of nature.” 

Included in the book are section 
headings as follows: Ballads, Amer- 
icanized and American; Lonesome 
and Love Tunes; Spirituals and Non- 
sense Songs.

She brought back also a musical 
instrument known as an auto-harp, 
which she calls a “reformed zither,”’ 
and which she now uses in giving 
recitals throughout the country. This 
She finds a great aid in putting across 
more effectively the simplicity of a 
mountain song. 

In speaking to a representative of 
The Christian Science Monitor, about 
her experiences in the mountains, 
Mrs. Richardson said: “The manner 
in which I collected these songs was 
very interesting. A mountain man 
will never sing if he sees you writ- 
ing down the music. His songs have 
been handed down from his an- 
cestors, some of whom came over in 
the Mayflower and went on to the 
South. In many cases, I was able to 
keep my pad and pencil hidden, but 
often it was necessary for me to 
remember the melodies, and put them 
down when I reached my car. Some- 
times the mountaineer uses a fiddle 
to accompany his song and recently 
he has introduced the guitar and the 
banjo. His more primitive stringed 
instruments are the auto-harp, dul- 


tality makes the stranger welcome 
in the rough cabins where their lot 
has been cast.” 

A story characteristic of these peo- 
ple and their philosophy is told by 
Mrs. Richardson: “Uncle Looney 
Moore can always find time to talk 
at length with a caller. We had 
‘swapped tales’ for a long after- 
noon, and as the shadows began to 
creep down the hills, I rose to go. 
Uncle Looney, however, was loath to 
have me depart. ‘What’s yer hurry,’ 
he asked. ‘The world wore a long 
time a “makin’” and hit’ll be a long 
time huyar. So whyn’t ye jest set 
down and content yerself?’” 


Understanding Viewpoints 
Before she made her mountain pil- 
grimages, Mrs. Richardson, in part- 
nership with her husband, ran one 
of the most exclusive schools in 


Texas. She affirms that she used the 
same methods in making history and 
literature interesting to the young 
people of Texas society that she did 
in gaining the attention and sym- 
pathy of the men and women in the 
Tennessee Smokies. “It is all a mat- 
ter,” explained Mrs. Richardson, “of 
presenting ideas so that they will 
have importance for the persons you 
are addressing. To do this you must 
understand their viewpoints: when 
this is achieved, they will cease to be 


cimer, and melodeon. The moun- 
taineer is a straightforward, uncom- 
plicated person. Difficult economic 
conditions have kept him poor. His 
tastes are simple and do not impel 
him to attempt economic . aggran- 
dizement. He is ignorant so far as 
book education is concerned, but he 
knows the lessons of nature’s 
schools.” 
While She Sews 

In speaking of the women of the 
Appalachian Mountains, from whose 
southern parts Mrs. Richardson col- 
lected so many songs, she said: “The 
mountain woman's pride is in her 
quilts. She sometimes has from 50 to 
100 quilts of patchwork and ap- 
pliquéd piece work. While the 
mountain man sings to her, she sits 
and sews, and if she decides to part 
with her work, she puts it in charge 
of the schoals in the valley which are 
trying to secure good prices. 

Mrs. Richardson also told of many 
interesting customs dmong the moun- 
tain folk. “The young women,” she 
said, “are hungry for beauty and 
for the ways of modern life. When 
they go to town in the valley they 
seek the new styles and often re- 


bored or self-conscious, and will ex- 
press their opinions and tell you 
their stories.”

Ignorance Should Seek Aid 

“I felt that there was not much 
chance for women in business un- 
less those who had the necessary 
finances or had the opportunity 
through openings in family concerns 
blazed the way for them,” she ex- 
plained. “I had to learn as I went 
along. That,” she added, “is the 
right way to learn, but one ought to 
start early. The law, however, is a 
good training for many things, as 
much more is done in a solicitor’s 
office than merely drafting legal 
documents, particularly in a firm 
acting for large estates. I don’t think 
that it matters much what you don’t 
know providead that you ars aot 
ashamed to ask. It is when you don’t 
know and don’t like to confess it that 
you land in trouble.” 

Four years later Miss Nettlefold 
became joint managing director with 
her brother, and it speaks well for 
her able management that in spite of 
falling prices, the turnover of her 
firm has gone steadily up since the 
post-war slump. The very old-fash- 
ioned premises in Holborn have re- 
cently been vacated for a big new 
building, with all the modern im- 
provements, in Euston Road.. 

Very lately Miss Nettlefiold has 
been made one of the advisory com- 
mittee on salesmanship appointed by 
the president of the board of educa- 
tion to make recommendations for 
the promotion, by means of educa- 
tion, of greater efficiency in the mar- 
keting of British goods and services 
at home and overseas. Miss Nettle- 
fold is one of two women on this 
committee of 30 members.

Buyers Awaiting Govern- 
ment Report—Conditions 
Generally Good

.NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Nov. 13— 
The smallest volume of business of 
any week this year was transacted on 
the primary cotton cloth market last 
week. 

Buyers appeared to be awaiting the 
result of the election, and also the 
government report of the cotton crop 
which was published Thursday. In 


the day and a half remaining in the. 
week activity was considerably in-. 


creased, but the increase was not suf- 
ficient to balance the early lethargy. 
Considerable satisfaction was 
pressed over the report of the Asso- 
ciation of Cotton Textile Merchants, 
which disclosed that October sales of 
cotton cloth had exceeded any com- 
parable month in history. Sales 
amounted to 4061,953.000 yards, while 
production was only 284,899,000 yards. 
Shipments totaled 307,402,000 yvards 
and stocks on hand were 394,742,000 
yards. This is a reduction of 5.4 per 
cent from Oct. 1. Unfilled orders 
amounted to 492,556,000 yards, an in- 
crease of 23.8 per cent. This is the 
first time this year that unfilled or- 
ders have exceeded stocks on hand. 
While a generally satisfactory con- 
dition is shown, there are some sec- 
tions where the general curtailment 
program was not followed, and in 
which there is an uncomfortable sur- 
plus on hand. This surpius operates 
to prevent prices from rising to a 
point satisfactory to the producers. 
Prices Harder for Prints 


Print cleths strengthened as the 
week progressed. Early in the week 
there Was a tendency, especially by 
second hands, to make concessions of 
from 1-16c to ‘sc, but after the ap- 
pearance of the government report 
prices hardened to the best figures of 
the week. 

There were some large sales made 
to an important buyer of 3814-inch 
wide 72x76s 4.25-yard at 97sec and 80 
x80s 4.00-yard at 10%sc for December 
delivery. The 68x72s 4.25-yard sold 
at 9c for delivery in this year, but at 
8%sc for next year delivery. 

The sheetings division was rather 
quiet. The 5.50-yard sold at 6c for 
choice makes, while other makes 
brought 6c. The 36-inch 5.00-yard 

moved at 7c; the 37-inch 48 squares 
4.00-yard—brought from 8%gc to Ste 
and the 40-inch 2.85-yard sold for 
ll‘ec to 11%c. . 

Strong Trend in Broadcloths 


There was improvement noted in 
the condition of wide sheetings and 
pillow cases since the last advance. 
Some sales have been made extending 
into the February delivery, and there 
has been a larger movement of the 
better grade of colored sheetings and 
pillow cases. 

The 37-inch drills 3.95-yard sold at 
8tec for future delivery. Three-leaf 
twills 68x76s 4.00-vard sold at 10'%e 
for nearby and 10%sc for future de- 
livery. 

Broadcloths were somewhat stronger 
last week. The 80x60s carded sold at 
9%ec, the 90x60s at 10%, and the 
100x60s at lic. In the combed varie- 


tles prices were unchanged: bit there | 


was an improved demand for the good 
makes of 122x68s, which sold at 28@ 
28%2c for future delivery. The 144x76s 
2-ply 100s brought 35c and the 108x605 
2-ply by 1-ply all combed sold at 23c. 
The 37-inch 120x60s sold at 244c. 

Other combed goods were more or 
less erratic, with specialties most in 
favor. Some of these specialties sold 
in fairly large volume, but most of 
them were for small lots.

By an amendment to the radio law, 
Congress required us to divide radio- 
‘casting facilities, both for receiving 
and transmitting, equally among the 
five radio zones of the country, and 
equitably among the states of each 
zone, according to population. 

It was claimed that there was a 
congestion of stations in some sec- 
‘tions of the country, notably New 
York and Chicago, and that some 
states did not have their fair share. 
it was this condition that..the law 
was designed to correct. 

What did we have to divide? We 
had 90 wavelengths or the number of 
stations which these channels would 
accommodate. 

How many stations did we have to 
divide? That depended entirely on 
the number of stations which could 
be allowed to operate simultaneously 
on each wave. 

No one has ever doubted that. Con- 
gress also intended for us to improve 
radio reception. In fact, that was one 
of the primary reasons why the com- 
mission was created. So we had to 
take that into consideration in decid- 
ing the number of stations that could 
operate simultaneously on each chan- 
nel. » 

Radical Change Decided 

The first question confronting the 

commission was whether or not 


changes should be made all at once! 
should be. 


or if the improvement 
sought by gradual steps. The very 
fact that Congress limited the life 
of the commission clearly showed 
they were expected to do the job at 
once without dragging it out over a 
period of time. 

In the second place, to have made 
any important changes at all would 
have made it necessary to shift many 
other stations unless chaos was to 
result. That was necessary because 
a proper geographical and kilocycle 
separation had to be maintained be- 
tween stations on the same and ad- 
joining channels, in order to pre- 
vent interference. So it was decided 
that an entirely new set-up of sta- 
tions was necessary, first, because 
of the equalization requirement and 
second, because of the demand for 
improved radio reception. 

The commission then undertook to 
discover thé set-up which would 
provide the greatest radio service to 
the entire people of the United 
States. 

Congress had appropriated money 
for the employment of engineering 
counsel. Unfortunately, the work of 
the commission was badly _ handi- 
capped during the first year of its 
administration through lack 6f 
funds, , 

The commission obtained the serv- 
ices of some of the outstanding 
radio engineers of the country. Dr. J. 
H. Dellinger, internationally known 
through his work at the United 
Staics Bureau of Standards, is chief 
enxiceering counsel for the commis- 
sion. Capt. Guy Hill, a prominent 
engineer of the United States Army 
Signal Corps, is also on the com- 
mission staff. 

The commission also sought the 
services of other engineers prefera- 
bly those known to be independent 
of connctions which might in any 
way prejudice their views. 

I. R, E. Gives Opinion 
Early last April, the. commfssion 
asked the American Institute of 

Radio Engineers for recommenda- 
tions as to the new set-up. A special 
‘committee of the institute, made up 
of the most prominent engineers of 
the world, gave the problem care- 
ful study and appeared before the 
commission with recommendations. 

Those men unanimously recom- 
mended that the commission divide 


the radiocasting band into the fol-. 


lowing classifications: 

Fifty cleared channels for national 
service, to be used by high-power 
stations; 

_ Thirty-six semicleared channels for 
regional service, to be used by mod- 
erate power stations; 

Fotir local channels for purely

The National Association of Broad- 
casters protested against such a set- 
up. It was claimed that it was too 
radical, that it would impose great 
hardship on many stations; that the 
improvements should be sought by 
gradual processes. : 

Even the radiocasters did not ¢dis- 
pute that it was a good plan; they | 
merely contended we should do it 
over a period of time instead of al! 
at once. “Pro” and “Con,” the prob- 
lem was considered and argued by 
the commission. Two of the most im- 
portant questions were how many 
channels should be cleared and how 
much power should be permitted on 


According to the engineers, in- 
terference could be reduced and re- 
ception improved only by reducing 


the number of stations operating 
simultaneously. This could be accom- 
plished by two methods—reduction 
in the number of stations or the re- 
quirement of rigid=time division. 
The commission followed the sat- 
ter course, refusing a license to no 
station that could prove it served 


[counts to listeners located in the 


‘public interest, necessity or conveni- 
‘ence. But in order to license all 
'these stations many®of them had tc 
:give up some of the time which 
they had been using. 

The pian adopted by the commis- 
sion for the new set-up was, to 
some exteht, a compromise between 
many recommendations. We wanted 
to clear ‘as many channels as pogssi- 
, ble, but at the same time we wanted 
‘an adequate number of regional and. 
‘local services, 

Forty channels were cleared for 
national service, That is to say, on 
these forty channels only one sta- 
tion may operate simultaneously dur- 
ing the evening. That allows eight 
cleared channels to each zone. The 
remaining fifty channels were 4s- 
signed to regional and local serv- 
ices.

VENTILATION NEED 
WITH POWER TUBES) 


A great many fans do not seem to | 
give heed to the great amount of! 
heat that is generated when using | 
some of the power rectifier and am- 
plifier tubes. The rise in tempera- | 
ture, over normal room temperature, | 
may be as great as 200 degrees, more | 
than enough to cause a fire, this, of 
course, if improperly placed with re- 
spect to some of the other apparatus. 

If the apparatus must be placed 
or mounted upon a wooden ‘board, 
place a piece of asbestos under the 
table and also between it and the 
other apparatus near by. If you are | 
using a console cabinet, in which | 
the cupboard or inclosed portion is | 
used for the power pack, make sure 
that there ave plenty of ventilation 
holes in the back.* Most cabinet 
makers look after this detail. If yours 
happens to be without veniglation a 
half dozen three-quarter-inch holes 
will afford the proper circulation. 

Another point that needs careful 
attention is the matter of insulation. 
This cannot be stressed too much. 
Remember that a great deal of the 
apparatus that you are now using was 
constructed before the edvent of the 
present h‘'gh-voltave amplifier and | 
rectifies.

As the British Election Approaches 


ATHER striking gains by the Labor Party 

in the recent British elections are vari- 

ously interpreted. A net increase of 190 
seats was secured by the Labor Party in the 
municipal contests in England and Wales. The 
Conservatives lost 180 seats, and the Liberals 
and Independents approximately maintained 
their position. Twenty-seven municipalities are 
now under the control of the Labor Party. 

What do these results presage for the gen- 
eral election, which will come some time next 
year? The Labor Party naturally is confident. 
It hopes that the momentum responsible for 
the municipal success will last until the parlia- 
mentary elections. To an extent, this view is 
justified, for some of the gains registered by the 
Labor Party recently were in areas which 
hitherto, either in local or parliamentary con- 
tests, have been a barren field for Labor 
propaganda. 

The Conservative and Labor Parties naturally 
argue that local elections have no connection 
with parliamentary elections. The percentage of 
nonvoting was large. In London the absten- 
tions were 65 per cent, as compared with 58 per 
cent in local elections of 1925, and only 20 to 
25 per cent in the last general elections. The 
indifference of the electorate plus the indiffer- 
ence of the Conservative Party organizations 
can be considered as increasing the number of 
seats which the Labor Party gained. Whatever 
the true meaning of these local results, how- 
ever, it cannot serve to justify any forecast con- 
cerning the outcome of the next general elec- 
tion. The by-elections, of which there have been 
more than fifty during the last four years, show 
that the Conservative Party has lost ground and 
that the Labor Party has gained. In one or two 
of these elections a few months ago the Liberal 
Party achieved astonishing success. 

Much is being said of the unknown factor of 
how the women between the ages of twenty-one 
and thirty, admitted to the suffrage for the first 
time, will cast their ballots. Probably they will 
divide in much the same way as have women 
above thirty, and as have the men. Barring 
some issue like prohibition, with a particularly 
feminine appeal, experience seems to show that 
there is no distinctive women’s vote. What hap- 
pens in the British election, therefore, will de- 
pend very largely on electoral strategy. It is 
this which has had its effect in the by-elections 
and has kept them from being moxe unfavorable 
to the Conservatives. 

There have been, that is to say, a number of 
three-cornered contests. At the general elec- 
tion in 1923, for example, there were 252 con- 
stituencies with more than two candidates. In 
all but forty-five of these constituencies the win- 
ning candidate failed to receive a majority of 
the ‘vote. If the anti-Labor vote is divided be- 
tween Liberals and Conservatives, a minority 
Labor candidate may win. If the anti-Conserva- 
tive vote is divided between Labor and Liberals, 
a minority Conservative candidate may win. 

Much the most important problem, there- 
fore, in respect of the next British election, is 
the number of three-cornered contests. Will the 
Labor Party and the Liberals be ready to reach 
any accommodation in respect of the constitu- 
encies that they will leave to each other? Mat- 
ters like these are far more significant than any 
temporary drift which may be shown by the 
results of municipal elections where local issues 
and local personalities may be the deciding 
factors. 


The Peasant Wins 


HE accession to power of the peasant in 
Rumania marks the beginning, not the end, 


of his struggle for political control. He has_ 


been ten years making a start, for the war en- 
lightened him on the value of the vote, but he 
has learned in that decade what right motives, 
concerted action and persistency can do. Over 
a long period he has seen what he regarded as 
the perversion of law to the cause of oppres- 
sion. How to remedy it? That was his prob- 
lem. In the vote he saw a solution, for the vote 
meant a step to office and to power. 

In Juliu Maniu the peasant has a resolute 
leader. Never for a moment has Maniu lost 
sight of his object, nor has he been in doubt as 
to the method by which he should attain it. Un- 
flinchingly he has demanded a complete change 
of government, liberation of the press, freedom 
of speech, free elections—full constitutional 
rights. And in achieving his aim he has refused 
assistance to or from the Liberal Party, domi- 
nated as it has been by the Bratianus. He has 
directed and encouraged the peasant, and has 
so won him to the cause he had at heart as to 
become regarded as an idol in his eyes. 


With a determined opposition organizing its | 


forces and many internal problems, the peasant 
has a formidable task ahead of him. Much 
depends upon the measure of success he attains 
in Rumania. All through the Balkans, the 
peasantry has been increasing in power, as it 
increased its hold upon the land. There has 
been a great redistribution of arable land since 
the war. Agrarian laws have eased the hard- 
ships under which the peasant suffered. At one 
time the peasant was in a very backward state. 
No longer is that the case. In Bulgaria and 
Jugoslavia, as well as in Rumania, the peasant 
is strengthening his position in politics. It is 


not too much to say that, having won his spurs 
in Rumania, he is not at all unlikely to try his 
strength elsewhere in the Balkan peninsula. 
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The Safeguards of Peace 


RESIDENT COOLIDGE, .speaking in Wash- 
Pington at the exercises held in observance 

of the tenth anniversary of the armistice, 
referred to the occasion as one of thanksgiving 
for continued peace. He thus tersely expressed 
the gratitude of the American people that there 
has been gained throughout the entire world a 
better understanding of that which finally will 
usher in and establish a perpetual and lasting 
peace. Since the dawn of history there has per- 
sisted an imperfect vision of that time when, 
through reason and conciliation, the arbitrament 
of war might be forsworn and discarded. And it 
is encouraging, despite the bitter experiences 
of a brief decade ago, that down through the 
ages there has been an appreciable advance in 
the direction of the goal which practical ideal- 
ism has set. 

During the last eight years much has been 
accomplished, due in part to the initiative of the 
Washington Administration, in promoting a 
clearer realization that the idealism of the past 
is a practical possibility of the present which 
can be made an established reality of the future. 
This is the promise of the outgoing President 
and the ambitious hope of his successor. The 
American people, it is definitely known, plan no 
aggressions and entertain no imperialistic ambi- 
tions. Seeking no quarrel with their neighbors, 
near or remote, they pursue the course of peace 
and fellowship. Thus committed, they are un- 
willing ever again to countenance, by their aid 
or sympathy, an unnecessary or selfish indul- 
gence by other friendly nations in such under- 
takings. — 

President Coolidge took occasion again to call 
to the attention of all the world the fact that 
the Nation and people for whom he speaks did 
not profit by the World War. He sought to show 
by a concise and convincing exhibit that war is 
always a losing investment, even for those who 
are declared the victors. With this realization 
comes the inevitable logic that there is no defense 
for that policy which seeks to justify the use 
of the actual or borrowed wealth of debtor 
nations in preparation for some future aggres- 
sive war. The President declares that the Amer- 
ican people are not seeking merely their own 
advantage in urging, for instance, the further 
limitation of armaments. The matter of expense 
is, he declares, not vital. 
Says, “better than anyone else.’’ And then he 
observes: 

If we could secure a more complete reciprocity in good 
will, the final liquidation of the balance of our foreign 
debts, and such further limitation of armaments as wou'd 
be commensurate with the treaty renouncing war, our con- 
fidence in the effectiveness of any additional efforts on 
our part to assist in the further progress of Europe would 
be greatly increased. 

But Mr. Coolidge finds encouragement in the 
evidences of progress and better understanding, 
of a marked advance in the thought of the world 
in the years since the armistice. He believes the 
sincerity of America’s attitude is becoming more 
generally appreciated by the governments and 
peoples of Europe. “It is a long. distance,” he 
points out, “from a world that walks by force 
to a world that walks by faith.’”’ While this is 
true, it is gratifying, nevertheless, to observe the 
convincing indications that the progress toward 
a fuller and finer faith in the fruition hoped 
for is greater now than in the years antedating 
1914. In this are evidences of genuine growth 
and unfailing safeguards to peace. 


An Illusive Referendum 


OR the benefit of perplexed and inquiring 

friends in Massachusetts and elsewhere, it 

may be declared that the so-called wet and 
dry referendum in that State means precisely 
nothing. | 

It was not, in fact, a referendum. It was not 
taken under the state law providing for a state- 
wide referendum. It was not proposed for the 
purpose of getting an idea of the attitude of the 
people of Massachusetts concerning the issue, 
but rather for the purpose of permitting “wet” 
Republicans to vote their party ticket and at 
the same time record their opposition to the 
prohibition law. The question was posed in all 
of the wet districts, but was not even offered 
in many dry districts. The forces which ordi- 
narily spring to the defense of the prohibition 
law paid no attention to this purely illusive and 
fictitious referendum. The Anti-Saloon League 
advised its friends to ignore it. The Christian 
Science Monitor fought the battle for real issues, 
leaving this one to oblivion. The wonder is that 
so many foes of liquor did in fact mark their 
ballots in opposition to this endeavor to reopen 
an issue that is emphatically closed. 

With New Jersey retiring its “wet” Senator 
Edwards, and Maryland defeating the equally 
determined foe to prohibition, Senator Bruce, it 
would be odd if Massachusetts could justly be 
charged with “going wet.” But emphatically it 
did not. 
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City and Country Efficiency 


EGINNING with the Country Life Com- 
mission appointed by President Roosevelt 
twenty years ago, there have been numer- 

ous investigations by public and _ private 
agencies into the problems arising out of in- 
efficient methods of bringing farm products to 
the ultimate consumer. That exceedingly high 
prices are paid at retail for foodstuffs for which 
the farmers, as a whole, receive prices too low 
to afford them a reasonable return for their 
labor, to say nothing of interest on their capital 
investment, is a matter of common knowledge. 
The factors determining the high cost of dis- 
tribution are also pretty clearly established, 
and it is conceded that the spread between what 
the producer receives and the ultimate con- 
sumer pays is altogether too great to be re- 
garded as a desirable condition to be per- 
petuated. 

Suggestions of remedies for highly unsatis- 
factory distributive conditions -have been as 
numerous as the investigations, but most of 
them have been found wholly impracticable, or 


| possible of adoption only when the great |

majority of consumers develop a faculty for co- 
operative efforts. It wa» at one time assumed 
that co-operative marketing associations would 
go far to solve the distribution problem, but 
while these combinations have undoubtedly 


+ benefited the producers in certain lines, they do 


not seem to have made any substantial reduc- 
tion in the cost of retail distribution. The house- 
wife who watches her marketing bills knows 
that, irrespective of wholesale quotations for 
the various articles she buys, the retail price 
shows as great a difference as it did before the 
co-operatives began handling certain products. 
The growers of these products may have re- 
ceived better prices, but the consumer appears 
to have gained nothing. 

William M. Jardine, Secretary of Agriculture, 
has recently revived the discussion of better 
business methods in marketing agricultural 
products, urging the adoption of more efficient 
distribution agencies that will eliminate much 
of the waste between the farmer and his mar- 
ket, without increasing the cost to the con- 
sumer. It has been alleged that the farmers 
are to blame for present inefficient methods of 
wholesale and retail distribution. This, how- 
ever, is not the case. The farmer’s business is 
to produce. This he does, as a rule, efficiently; 
in fact so efficiently that there is nearly always 
a surplus of farm products that forces down 
prices below the profit-making point. 

It is not the farmer’s fault that the multitude 
of urban consumers pay high prices for what 
they buy. The consumer pays for profits to the 
transportation agency; to the wholesaler, and 
to the retailer; the latter finding that because 
of peculiar conditions a higher normal rate of 
profits must be charged than the rate on 
manufactured articles. Because of undue com- 
petition from too many retail shops, with 
attendant high shop rentals, the costs of re- 
tailing,-including deliveries of purchases, are 
made unduly high. Here, it would seem, is a 
field where those city people who talk of the 
farmer’s inefficiency might find a solution for 
existing conditions. 


The Radio Goes to School 


ILL the school textbook pass into history 

with the coming age of motion picture 

and radio? There are those who may wel- 
come the thought. Is the child of the future to 
discard his bulky school bag in favor of a pocket 
receiving set? Will the coming sixth 
take pride in turning the crank of a small 
camera instead of lugging home his big geog- 
raphy? The convention in Joliet, Ill., at which 
the conjecture which might arouse such ques- 
tions was recently made, glimpsed a theoretical 
school of the future where sermons on screens 
and books in running radios are the order of the 
day. There is doubtless something in it, as all 
the world knows. 

But the gradual supplanting of the traditional 
textbook is.the trend of an age seeking to un- 
shackle the child from an artificial form of edu- 
cation separated from daily living. The textbook 
made school-learning a thing apart. Too often 
the graduate found himself suddenly in an un- 
familiar world in which book knowledge was 
no longer distilled for his special case; then 
having no study habits which applied to the 
new circumstances, he dubbed himself educated 
and called it a day. Certain modern schools are 
now using mimeographed outlines in place of 
textbooks, and are filling school bookshelves 
(incidentally that school bag also) with fascinat- 
ing books of travel, magazines marked for spe- 
cial articles, newspapers, biographies, classic 
and modern fiction and nonfiction. The child of 
such a school should make an easy adjustment 
between broadening his thought-horizons before 
and after graduation, for the processes are obvi- 
ously more akin than under the old one-text- 
book method. Schoolbook men are following 
this trend. Some are leading it effectively. 

It may therefore be sound to point out that, 
while in this movement the radio and the motion 
picture are essential, they are not the essential 
factors. The wide-awake school realizes that a 
modern, vigorous educational idea demands 
every possible form of textbook—the museum, 
zoo, park, woodland, factory, public library, 
symphony concert, handwork. If the traditional 
textbook goes, it will doubtless be because edu- 
cators are using these, and other, means of 
enriching the child’s experience—the radio and 
the motion picture not least among them. Cer- 
tainly in such company a tremendous opportu- 
nity is offered to the screen and the loudspeaker 
if they are to measure up to this compelling 
challenge of modern educational ideals.

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Chapter IV in the Philippines

GENERATION'S retrospect of United States oc- 

cupancy of the Philippines interestingly suggests 

certain divisions of those -years into what may 
called a “Series of Development.” A long Preface had 
been written by Spain before there came that Introduction, 
set down in the Presidencies of McKinley and Roosevelt, 
which might best be entitled “Taking Over and Hstab- 
lishing Order.” 

Chapter I was an essay in “Teaching a People to Think ” 
That was the work of the decade closing in 1912, through 
which a real start was made toward the announced goal of 
self-government, and something was begun, too, in what 
must lie beneath all successful autonomy: the traiming of 
the individual in thought of his fellows and personal con- 
trol. Chapter Il, Governor-General Harrison holding the 
pen under the dictation of President Wilson (1912-20), 
aome will call “Going Too Fast”; let us rather label it, as 
it was, “An Experiment in Idealism.’’ Without in the 
least questioning the intent back of the composition, the 
fact remains that the United States hopes were so imper- 
fectly justified by Filipino aecomplishments that the title 
of Chapter III became a foregone conclusion: “Straighten- 
ing Out Snarls.”” While Leonard Wood was accomplishing 
just the result suggested in this title, a subdivision of his 
writing became increasingly clear: “Demanding Independ- 
ence,” and the qualifying phrase, “Instant and Full,” should 
be set to that. All of which brings the book to the spring 
of this twelvemonth when Henry L. Stimson went out 
to represent Washington’s authority—and start upom 
Chapter LV.

Would this latest Governor choose the title: “Political 
Freedom Through Economie Development’? His inan- 
gural address proposed quite exactly that and now his 
initial message to the Manila Legislature reiterates and 
enlarges upon the thesis. General Stimson’s argument runs: 

The Filipino people must mechanize and Industrialize 
their country through the introduction of foreign capital 
it they are ever to rise above their present retarded con- 
dition. To this end there should be a revision of the 
Philippine laws which now too much restrict such develop- 
ment. Only through industrial and economic progress can 
a larger measure of self-government be won, 

It is perfectly obvious that there are two sides to this 
penny as there are to all pennies. (Was it not Mr. Addi- 
son's delightful Sir Roger who wisely remarked, back in 
Queen Anne's day: “Of that subject, clearly, there are two 
parts” ?) On the one hand the natural wealth of a land— 
“backward,” economically and industrially speaking—can- 
not be brought into use unless the sinews of such develop- 
ment, be provided by peoples already “forward” and 
therefore financially able. On the other hand, as such a 
people is often ambitious of material gains, at. whatever 


ignoring of the rights of others, so to permit the activity 
of their dollars is too often to allow a wholly dispropor- 
tionate influence in the country: perhaps such as qualifies 
sovereignty even to essential denial. 

These statements—each of them illustrated scores of 
times in the last half century—indicate the two extremes, 
of course, and do not at all imply the impossibility of 
“devising a formula” (as diplomacy. puts it) under wkich 
a need may be met adequately, yet with full safeguards 
for both national and individual rights. Mr. Stimson is 
awake to this, for he points out that the coming of United 
States capital into the islands need no more spell bondage 
for the natives than the borrowing of European money 
by the United States led to economic serfdom there.

The course now to be steered must he laid between 
the Scylla of capitalistic exploitation and the Charybdis 
of fear-impelled narrowness. Here is a very treasure land 
of better than 115,000 square miles of mineral deposits and 
forest areas and fertile valleys of farming and grazing 
areas, with a growing season of 365 days to the vear, yet 
cnly 12 per cent of the whole under cultivation. The 
coal and iron and gold deposits are scarcely scratched, while 
“At the present rate at which your agricultural land is 
being distributed,” writes the Governor, “it will be 400 
years before this great asset is fully put to use.”- This is 
not conservation, but waste. ‘ 

Present-day thought cannot but agree that Philippine 
laws, if as they stand they debar foreign investments, 
because not allowing a reasonable return, should be 
modified. However, the enlightenment of current views 
adds instantly that such modification must stop short of 
the point where moneys from overseas could keep from 
the natives their proper share in the profits of their in- 
heritance. Not long before his passing, General Wood 
suggested that the new legislation might allow fifty-vear 
leases of 50,000-acre lots, with labor conditions carefully

The fundamental problem of the archipelago today is 
the encouragement, under fitting guards, of the entry there 
of United States investments. This is, avowedly, the 
objective sought by the Governor, through a revision of 
the land and corporation laws to bring them to a parity 
with modern legislation.

From the World’s Great Capitals—Berlin 


BERLIN 
ERMANY has been enjoying a perfect Indian sum- 
f. mer, in fact autumn has been almost milder than 
<ummer itself. Weeks of continuous sunshine and 
clear blue skies have brightened the city and gladdened 
the hearts of the populace. Near the Potsdamer Bndge a 
chestnut tree began to blossom, and about half a dozen 
white eandles recalled memories of springtime. They 
looked extraordinary on the bare branches, but though 
rather seraggv made a brave show. In the Invaliden 
Strasse a young lime tree, no doubt in the ignorance or 
exuberance of its vouth, put on fresh green, which con- 
trasted strikmgly with the few copper leaves still clinging 
to its upper twigs. This tree stood right in front of the 

Agricultural University. 
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There are certain things which one can master only by 
experience. Among them is trafhie. All the theoretical 
studying of trathe is of little avail, for as long as one has 
not sat at the wheel of a car or had one’s hand at the 
trollev car's crank one does not know what traffie is. At 
least this was the view taken by Dr. Paetsch, the head of 
the tratlc section of the Prussian Ministry of Interior 
Affairs. So Dr. Paetsch went to the municipal street-car 
company and took a course in running a trolley car. After 
he had passed his examinations and all necessary tests he 
put on a motorman’s uniform and drove a street car 
through Berlin. When the omnibus chauffeurs. heard of 
this, they sent him a letter urging him to learn to drive a 
bus, for only thus would he realize the difficulties of this 
kind of work, especially on a rainy day when the roads 
are slippery. Progressive Dr. Paetsch agreed and is now 
learning the art of piloting a heavy two-decker, as they 
are used in Berlin, through the crowded and congested 
streets of the city. Dr. Paetsch may congratulate himself 
that congestion in the air has not yet reached that 
appalling stage encountered on terra firma, for otherwise 
he might be asked by the association of airbus pilots to 
learn to fly. And yet, with twenty air lines starting from 

Berlin’s airport, this day may not be so very far hence.

The Humboldt Academy, called by rights the People’s 


\ University, celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of its foun- 
dation here. Both President Paul von Hmdenburg and the 


French Minister of Education, Edouard Herriot, sent tele- 
grams congratulating this institution on its work. That 
M. Herriot should have done this is another proof of the 
internationalism of education. In his telegram he praised 
the endeavor for better education of the masses because 
it brings the people of the world closer together and makes 
men good and happy. This university was founded by 
Max Hirsch, the same man who established the so-called 
“Hirsch-Dunkersche Labor Unions.” In doing so his pur- 
pose was to enable the working classes to gain more hap- 
piness and more enlightenment by improving their edu- 
cation in the evening hours. 

The brothers Humboldt, one of whom, namely Alex- 
ander, was the first to lecture on academic subjects before 


laymen in Berlin, lent their name. The first lecture hall | 


was a classroom in the Friedrich-Werdersche Gymnasium, 
one of Berlin’s higher schools. Now, classes are being held 
in eighteen different places in Berlin, the number of lec- 
turers has increased to 127 and the attendance at present 
comprises 38,000 men and women, four-fifths of whom 
are clerks, workmen, and other employees. How great the 
desire of the masses of this big city is for better education 
was proved during the inflation, when the number of 
attendants doubled, although money was losing its value 
with every day and economic problems weighed down 
everyone. Technical subjects and languages are the chief 
subjects of the Humboldt University, but art, literature, 
history and other classes are also taught.

One train about every one minute and a half or thirty- 
six trains an hour each way is the new schedule of the 
Berlin subway and elevated company for the main lines 
during rush hours. The number of trains to outlying dis- 
tricts is also to be increased; for instance, the trains to and 
from Wilmersdorf are to run every five instead of every 
ten minutes. In future the trains on the principal lines 
will have eight instead of six cars, for which purpose sev- 
eral stations had to be enlarged. In doing so they have 
been decorated in gay green and yellow colors. The bril- 
liant lighting and shining tiles add to the pleasantness of 
their impression, which is somewhat different from the 
stations of the New York subway, the London tube, or 
the Paris “Metro.”

“Siidfriichte” (Southern Fruits) is the picturesque 
name the Berliner gives to oranges, bananas, pineapples 
and all other fruit imported from warmer countries. 
The population of this city greatly enjoys eating “South- 
ern Fruits” after it had been deprived of them during 
the war. Last June no fewer than 2,500,000 bananas 
were consumed here, and the total value of “Southern 
Fruits” imported in one year amounts to about 230,- 


000,000 marks. In order to facilitate their shipment the 


city. authorities are now planning to have them sent 
right up from the Hamburg seaport to Berlin and to 
store them here. Hitherto they were stored in Hamburg, 
where they also passed the customs, and then were sent 
by freight train to Berlin. Now thev are to be trans- 
ferred from the oversea ships to large barges which 
will convey them up the Elbe, Have! and Spree night 
into this city. Here a special fruit storage building 
will have to be erected. In this manner another step 
will have been taken toward making Berlin an important 


inland water port.

It is exactly ninety years since the first railway 
having its terminus in Berlin was opened. It connected 
Berlin’ with Potsdam. England, it is true, had intro- 
duced this means of communication much sooner, it 
being the land where railways originated, and even 
Bavaria had preceded Berlin by building a railway from 
Nurnberg to Firth three vears earliern,. which inciden-. 
tally was the first on the Continent. But\in the case of 
Berlin, countless obstacles had to be overcome. Thus, 
for instance, the King waited a year before giving his 
consent. The terminus in Berlin was the Potsdamer 
Bahnhof (Potsdam. station) -which still serves as ter- 
minus for the fast suburban trains to Potsdam. Ninety 
years ‘ago, however, it possessed, besides a locomotive 
shed, extensive stables, for at that time an engine might 
not be used after dark, and the evening trains had to 
be pulled by horses. The first trains consisted of eleven 
ears and each one was accompanied by poheemen to 
maintain order. The ticket for this short ride had to 
be bought a dav before. The journey to Potsdam lasted 
only forty minutes. This was an excellent time, for 
even today the trains take almost as long. In his speech 
at the opening ceremony Frederick William IV, at that 
time still Crown Prince, coined a sentence which has 
often been quoted since: “No human arm will ever be 
able to hold up this cart which now rolls through the 


world.”

Three men famous in the music and theater world 
have just been in Berlin. They are Konstantin Stanis- 
lavsky. head of the Moscow Art Theater: Sergei Rach- 
maninoff, the Russian composer and pianist, and Arthur 
Bodanzskv of the Metropolitan Opera in New York. 
Stanislavsky spent only a few days here, and was eager 
to return to Moscow to prepare for the thirtigth anm- 
versarv of his theater which, next to the Tolstoy cele- 
brations, is to be the outstanding event in the literarv 
world of the present Russia, as he said. Rachmaninoff 
made a few records here with Fritz Kreisler, and after 
spending ten days in Dresden commenced his European 
tour. Bodanzskv has returned to New York. During his 
stav here he made the announcement that the Metro- 
politan Opera would give Richard Strauss’ latest opera, 
“The Egyptian Helena,” in the second week of its season, 
and Kreneck’s “Jonny spielt auf,’ another succeseful 
modern opera, in January.

Who Must Obey Law? 


To THe CHRISTIAN ScieENcE MONITOR: 

In the Monitor of October 22 was pwhblished an item 
concerning a man who was arrested for operating an un- 
lighted bicycle, but who, when it was discovered that he 
was the butler of a very distinguished citizen, was allowed 
by the police to go free. 

It seems to be the practice all over the world that the 
man who is famous or powerful, great or near-great, or 
even near to the great, receives great latitude under the 
law. Hence the foregoing incident is not unusual but 
merely typical. 

Most of the provisions of the penal code of California 
(and so far as I know of all states) begin with the words, 
“Every person who....” I do not remember any general 
penal provision which begins with “Every person except 
a policeman, a mayor, a senator, a man worth more than 
$1,000,000, shall be prosecuted for a violation of this act.” 
So far as the reading of the law is concerned, it applies 
equally to all. And was not the United States supposed 
to be founded on this fundamental: AH men are created 
equal? 

If the law is not to apply to all, why should not the 
exceptions be openly and clearly embodied in the law 
itself? 

Then what is the reason for this practice? Is it any- 
thing other than a fear to enforce it, on the part of the 
officers? And have not we reached that degree of civiliza- 
tion now, when this unfair practice should be abandoned? 

Perhaps there is no one thing which has caused among 
the general public more disrespect for law than the fact 
that oftentimes wealthy and influential men can violate 
the law with impunity!
